TTie official members, will, how- 
ever, be entitled to draw TA/DA etc. for the iounieys under- 
taken by them in connection with this assignment, in accord- 
ance W2tb the rules applicable to them in their respective 
Departments, The non-official members (including members 
co-opted, or special invitees of the committee) will be entitled 
to claim TA/DA for their journeys to attend meetings ns 
admissible to First Grade officers of the Government of India.
